Up until a late hour last night five 
petitions had been take out for the 
four elective positions of the Execu- 
tive Board for the second semester. 
Presidential petitions have been is- 
sued by the present secretary, Ada 
Marie Hendricksen, for John “Sky” 
Dunlap, and Wayne Flinn. Both are 
prominent in student affairs. It is 
very probable that more will be taken 
out today. : 

For the office of vice-president, 
only petition has been issued, that of 
Oran Asa, and for the office of secre- 
tary, one has been issued, that for 
Ada Marie Hendricksen, incumbent. A 

Only one has been issued for the 
position of treasurer, that of Bruce 
Harding. Other candidates for all 
three of the minor offices are sche- 
duled to be in the race late today. 

Nominations will be made from the 
floor in next Tuesday’s assembly, and 
will be accompanied by the petitions 
with the signatures of at least five 
per cent of the members of the As- 
sociated Students. 

The voting which is to be by ballot 


‘will be in the Associated Student 


office. The polls will be open all day. 

Next week’s El Don will be an 
election special, at which time the 
platforms of all the candidates, the 
experience and other data of the can- 
didates will be published. It is pos- 
sible that the paper will have two 
additional pages. 

Soon after the election, the new 
officers will meet, and name the six 
commissioners who make up the re- 
mainder of the Executive Board.

like this; A couple students down on their knees “shootin’ 
craps” with a dozen or so students standing around appearing 
as interested spectators. In some cases those down on their 
knees are not junior college students. But, those giving audience 
are. The chances are, half of the spectators are smoking. Well, 
naturally to the taxpayers (those who make possible our col- 
lege) actions of this sort do not look very good. 

State laws can intervene in both instances; the gambling 
anywhere, and the smoking on the campus. In fact, they have 
in several instances, and threaten to go further. 

Are the students of Santa Ana junior college going to al- 
low such a thing to continue? The honor and reputation of the 
college is at stake. Put yourself in the place of the passerby- 
taxpayer. The bottom would fall right out of your faith in:the 
schools, wouldn’t it? When the next school bond election came 
along, you would vote “no”. You would think, “If they need 
more room, why not “fire” all the loafers, and make room?” 

As for the smoking on the campus, that looks bad too. In 
the words of one of our faculty members: “If you must smoke, 
why not walk around the block while doing it.” If anybody 
looks lazy and ambitionless it is the student leaning against a 
post or sitting on the curb smoking.

After increasing their list of un- 
defeated contests Friday night by 
downing the Loyola college freshmen 
in Andrews gym, 25 to 21, Coach 
Bill Foote’s Santa Ana junior college 
Dons took the floor Monday evening 
here against a 145-pound team from 
the University 
were ceremoniously trounced, 34 to 
19. 


Unable to get “going”, Santa Ana 
and Loyola rocked along in the first 
half, first one team making a slight 
showing and then the other, with 
Loyola holding a 10 to 9 lead at the 
end of the second quarter. Hal Dun- 
ham, Emmett Seacord, Elwood Lind- | 
ley, Captain Orville Schuchardt and 
Lorry Walbridge were the Santa Ana 
scorers of the first half, and with 
the third quarter in full swing, 
Schuchardt, Dunham and_ Seacord 


kept up the good work by increasing ; 


the count to a 19 to 14 lead for the 
Dons. Loyola stepped into the lime- 
light immediately following and cap- 
tured the lead, 20 to 19. Unleashing 
a beautiful backhand shot, Beatty | 
turned the tables on Loyola and Lind- 
ley came through for two goals to 
cinch the evening’s contest. Loyola 
scored a foul shot to make the final 
count 25 to 21. 

A brilliant 17-point rally in the 
second half could not offset Santa 
Ana’s poor first-half showing Mon- 
day night, and as a result, the Foote 
cagers took their first beating of the 
1930-31 season, the University of 
California 145-lb Bears hitting the 
loop for 20 points in the first two 
quarters and for 14 more in the 
final two, making the score Santa 
Ana 19, California 34. 

Nesbitt, California center, took 
high-scoring honors with 15 points to | 
his credit. Martin, forward, was next 
in line with 8. Lorry Walbridge, 
Santa Ana guard, was the shining 
light of the contest, with 7 points 
placed by his name. |

San Bernardino Union of the East-

Medals_ will be awarded for the 
first three places in each event, and 
with all colleges expected to parti- 


cipate, competition should be keen. 

Although Coach Bill Cook has is- 
sued no call for Santa Ana track ar-| 
tists, several Dons have been taking |

Monday. Field candidates are expect- 
ed to report sometime during the 
middle of January, while sprinters 
will answer the call in February. 

Led by Tom Donahue, who will 
take over the captaincy held by Joe 
Warner last season, Santa Ana has 
an array of brilliant stars who 
should “bring home the bacon”, if 
high school and other showings made 
by athletes mean anything.
